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BOARD OF CONTROL 
HAS POWER REMOVE 


HEAD OFJOSPITAL 


ATTORNEY GENERAL MANN 
SAYS HIS DEPARTMENT TO 


TAKE SUCH STAND 


AUSTIN, Feb. 1. 


Attorney 
General Gerald 


C. Mann announced today 
his department would take 
the position in a court hear- 
ing here Saturday that the 
state board of control is em- 
powered to discharge Dr. 
W. J. Johnson, superintendent of 
the San Antonio State Insane Hos- 
pital, "for good cause." 


Attorneys for the veteran hos- 
pital head will argue before Dis- 
trict Judge J. D. Moore that the 
board cannot at this time oust him 
because he was appointed for a 
two-year term which runs until 
Sept. 1, 1941. They contend that 
impeachment 
proceedings in the 
legislature would be the only way 
of removing him. 


Dr. Johnson last week obtained a 
temporary court order restraining 
the board from removing him or 
interfering: with his management 
of the San Antonio institution, big- 


est of its kind in the state. The 
earing Saturday will be on wheth- 


er that order should continue in 
effect, 


The board yesterday recessed un- 
til next Tuesday its sensational In- 
quiry into charges that Dr. Johnson 
Is "morally unfit" to continue as 
head of the sanitarium. 


Seven young women who former- 
ly worked at the hospital testified 
that the bald, married superintend- 
ent made sexual advances toward 
them. Dr. Johnson 
replied 
with 
scores of witnesses who testified 
that his character and his stand- 
ing as a competent hospital ad- 
ministrator were excellent. 


Motivated By Politics 
, 


Dr. Johnspn contends that ^bf 


board of control'"hearing was mo- 
tivated by politics. A conspiracy to 
oust him was formed, he claims, 
after he last August refused Wil- 
liam Lawson, secretary to Govern- 
or W. Lee O'Daniel, a,nd Fred Felty 
of San Antonio permission to see 
tfce late Claude Teer, then chair- 
man of the board of control. 


Governor O'Daniel has disclaim- 


ed any responsibility for actions of 
the board of control or any other 
•board of which he Is not a member.

CHAMBERLAIN TURNS 
DOWN LABOR DEMAND 
FOR CABINET MEMBER 


ECONOMIC "DICTATOR" IN 


WAR CABINET HAD BEEN 
SOUGHT BY OPPOSITION 


LONDON, Feb. 1. 


Premier Chamberlain in the 
house of commons today 
rejected an opposition de- 
mand that he include an 
economic "dictator" in his 
war cabinet. 


Replying to a motion by 


Laborite Herbert Morrison for such 
a change—a subject of sharp po- 
litical controversy—the prime min- 
ister asserted: 


"It seems to me the existence of 


a minister who would be the die* 
tator over all (economic) depart- 
ments the right honorable member 
described would change the posi- 
tion of the prime minister and I do 
not see what the prime minister 
would have left to do by the time 
this gentleman had given his orders 
to all departments.' 


Chamberlain 
earlier 
announced 


that terms of a financial agreement 
between the government and the 
nation's railways would be outlined 
in a "white paper' as soon as com- 
pleted, probably next week. 


He said the government was en- 
tering into a large number of finan- 
cial agreements of all kinds, 


Laborltes In the demand for ap- 


pointment of an economic minister 
to the war cabinet held that organ- 
ization of the economic phase of 
the struggle with Germany had 
lagged behind the rest of the coun- 
trys war activity.

berry bushes and 
shrubs 


and trees that followed the 
old rail fence were pic- 
turesque and a naturalist's 
delight. They also helped

keep the 
soil in the 


fields from blowing away 
and 
from 
being washed 


away in a heavy rain. They 
sheltered 
birds that did 


much more than sing for 
their living. The birds con- 
sumed insect pests in great 
numbers and helped to pro- 
tect the farm crops from 
their depredations.

that the bare and charac- 
terless fence corners and 
field edges are

form of physical pain. 


That act has been a liberating 
force in all of my subsequent life. 
I have gone through many dif- 
ficult 
adventures since, 
assured 


by the forty-nine scars on my 
body that I could take whatever 
pain might befall me. On battle 
front, and amidst life-and death 
experiences In earth's wilder re- 
gions, I have been serene and 
unafraid; I knew 
I could take 


it," without any of the false prop 
of alcohol or drugs. I bought my 
freedom by enduring pain.
